TBSTIMO.W  OF  THE  FATHERS. 

Ill  examining  the  tustimony  of  the  writers  of 
the  subse<|uei)t  agos,  we  shall  give  the  quota¬ 
tions  as  we  iind  them  in  Archbishop  Potter’s 
work  on  Church  Government ;  not  having  rea¬ 
dy  access  to  the  original  authors.  Irenvus, 
who  suffered  martydom,  according  to  Du  Pin, 
A.  D.  202,  who  had  been  a  Disciple  of  Polycarp, 
the  Disciple  of  St.  John, — was  first  a  Presbyter, 
and  afterwards  Bishop  of  Lyons,—”  makes  the 
succession  of  Bishops  an  argument  against  the 
heretics,  who  crept  into  the  church  in  that  age. 
”  We,  says  he,  can  reckon  up  those  whom  the 
Apostles  ordaineil  to  be  Bishops  in  the  several 
churches,  and  who  they  were  that  succeeded 
them  down  to  our  own  time.”  And  he  then 
tells  us  that  Linus  was  ordained  the  first  Bisliop 
of  Rome  by  St.  Peter ;  and  gives  the  succes¬ 
sion  from  the  Apostles  down  to  Elutherius,  the 
twelfth  in  order,  who  was  Bishop  of  Rome  when 
Irenxus  wrote.*  Ilis  contemporary,  Clement 
of  Alexandria,  thus  enumerates  the  three  dis¬ 
tinct  orders,  with  their  respective  offices ; — 
”  There  are  some  precepts  which  relate  to  Pres¬ 
byters  ;  others  which  belong  to  Jtishops ;  oth- 
•‘rs  respecting  Deacons  Tertulliau,  who 
flourished  abwt  the  same  time,  in  a  different 
part  of  the  world,  speaks  of  Bishops  succeeding 
in  a  direct  line  from  the  Apostles.  “  From  him 
It  appears,  that  Bishops  were  universally  settled 
in  all  the  churches  of  Africa,  his  native  country, 
and  had  been  so  from  the  most  early  times.  In 
Ilis  trcati.se  of  baptism,  he  affirms,  ”  That  the 
(lower  of  baptizing  is  lodged  in  the  Bisliop ;  and 
that  it  may  also  lie  exercised  by  Presbyters  and 
Deacons,  but  not  without  the  Bishop’s  commis¬ 
sion.”  J  .A  plain  proof  of  the  superiority  of  Bish¬ 
ops,  in  his  time,  over  the  inferior  orders  of  min¬ 
isters.  ”  In  the  beginning  of  the  next  century 
flourished  Origen,  who  was  Clement  of  Alexan¬ 
dria’s  scholar.  And  he,  speaking  of  the  debts 
in  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  first  insists  on  the  debts 
or  duties  common  to  all  Christians ;  and  then 
he  adds,  ”  Besides  these  general  debts,  there  is 
a  debt  peculiar  to  widows,  wlio  are  maintained 
by  the  church  ;  another  to  Deacons;  another  to 
Presbyters;  and  another  to /liiAopi  ;  srhirhistht 
greatest  of  all,  and  exacted  by  the  Saviour  of 
the  whole  church,  who  will  severely  punish  the 
non-payment  of  it.”  So  that  he  plainly  makes 
Bishops  superior  to  Presbyters  and  Deacons  by 
the  appointment  of  Christ.”^ 

"  In  the  same  age  tiourislied  Cyprian,  who 
was  Tertullian’s  scholar,  and  Bisliop  of  Car¬ 
thage.  His  epistles  and  tracts  contain  a  most 
full  account  of  the  c  hurch  officers,  and  the  meth¬ 
od  of  transacting  all  ecclesiastical  affairs,  which 
was  then  observed  both  in  his  own  and  other 
churches.  lie  affirms  that  no  church  was 
without  a  Bishop ;  that  “  there  being  only  osu 
Church  and  one  Episcopacy  all  the  tcorld  over, 
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and  orthodox  and  pious  Bishops  being  already 
regularly  ordained  through  alt  the  provinces  of 
the  Roman  empire,  and  in  every  city,  he  must 
needs  be  a  scliismatic,  who  laboured  to  set  up 
false  Bishofis  in  opposition  to  them.”*  It  is 
evident  from  Cyprian’s  epistles  that  tlierc  were 
many  Presbyters  and  Deacons  subject  to  him  in 
theChurch  ofCarthage,  of  which  he  was  Bishop. 

At  the  close  of  the  second,  and  beginning  of 
the  third  century,  Eusebius,  tlie  famous  ecclesi¬ 
astical  historian,  flourished.  ”  After  a  most 
diligent  search  into  the  ancient  records  of  the 
church,  and  the  Christian  writers  who  lived  be¬ 
fore  him,  he  derives  the  Bishops  of  all  churches 
from  the  Apostles.  And  in  the  conclusion  of 
his  history  he  has  given  us,”  says  Archbishop 
Potter,  ”  such  exact  and  authentic  catalogues 
of  the  Bisliofis  who  presided  in  all  the  principal 
cities  of  the  Roman  empire,  from  the  Apostles 
down  to  his  own  time,  that  it  is  as  impossible 
for  an  impartial  man,  who  shall  compare  this 
historian  with  the  rest  of  the  primitive  Fathers, 
to  doubt,  whether  there  was  a  succession  of 
Bishops  from  the  Apostles ;  as  it  would  be  to 
call  in  question  the  succession  of  Roman  empe¬ 
rors  from  Julius  Cesar,  or  the  succession  of 
kings  in  any  other  country. ”t 

”  Of  the  distinction  of  Orders  in  the  minis¬ 
try,”  says  the  learned  Barrow,J  ”  there  was 
never  in  ancient  times  made  any  question,  nor 
did  it  seem  disputable  in  the  church,  except  to 
one  malecontent,  Aerius,  who  did  indeed  get  a 
name  in  story,  but  never  made  much  noise,  or 
obtained  any  vogue  in  the  world  ;  very  few  fol¬ 
lowers  he  found  in  his  heterodoxy  ;  no  great ' 
body,  even  of  heretics,  could  find  cause  to  dis¬ 
sent  from  the  church  in  this  point ;  but  all  Ari- 
ans,  Macedonians,  Novatians,  Doiiatists,  &.c. 
maintained  the  distinction  of  ecclesiastical  or¬ 
ders  among  themselves,  and  acknowledged  the 
duty  of  the  inferior  clergy  to  their  Bishops  ;  and  j 
no  wonder,  seeing  it  standeth  upon  so  very  firm  ! 
and  clear  grounds  ;  upon  the  rea.son  of  the  case,  j 
upon  the  testimony  of  holy  Scripture,  upon  gen¬ 
eral  tradition,  and  unquestionable  monuments 
of  anti<|uity,  upon  the  common  judgment  and 
practice  of  the  greatest  saints,  persons  most  re¬ 
nowned  for  wisdom  and  piety  in  the  Church. — 
The  holy  Scripture  doth  plainly  enough  coun¬ 
tenance  this  distinction  ;  for  therein  we  have 
represented  one  Angel,  (or  Bishop,)  presiding 
over  principal  churches,  which  contained  sever¬ 
al  Presbyters  ^  therein  we  find  Episcopal  or¬ 
dination  and  jurisdiction  exercised  ;  we  have 
one  Bishop  constituting  Presbyters  in  divers 
cities  of  his  diocese  ,||  ordering  all  things  there¬ 
in  concerning  ecclesiastical  discipline  ;  judging 
Presbyters,  rebuking,  with  all  authority,  or  im¬ 
periousness,  as  it  were ;  and  reconciling  offen¬ 
ders,  secluding  heretics  and  scandalous  jicr- 
sons.^  The  primitive  general  use  of  Christians 
most  effectually  doth  back  the  Scripture,  and 
interpret  it  in  fitvour  of  this  distinction ;  scarce 
less  than  demonstrating  it  constituted  by  the 
Apostles ;  for  how  otherwise  is  it  imaginable, 
that  all  the  churches  founded  by  the  Apostles, 
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in  several  most  distant  and  disjoined  places,  (at 
Jerusalem,  at  Antioch,  at  Alexandria,  at  (iphe- 
SU.S,  at  Corinth,  at  Rome,)  should  presently  con¬ 
spire  in  acknowledgment  and  use  of  it  ;  how 
could  it  without  apparent  confederacy  be  form¬ 
ed,  how  could  it  creep  in  without  notable  clat¬ 
ter,  how  could  it  be  admitted  without  consider¬ 
able  opposition,  if  it  were  not  in  the  foundation 
of  those  churches  laid  by  tlie  Apostles  ?  How 
IS  it  likely,  that  in  those  times  of  grievous  per¬ 
secution,  falling  chiefly  upon  tlie  bishops,  (when 
to  be  eminent  among  Christians  yielded  slender 
reward,  and  exposed  to  extreme  hazard  ;  when 
to  seek  preemience  was  in  effect  to  court  dan¬ 
ger  and  trouble,  torture  and  ruin,)  an  ambition 
of  irregularly  advancing  themselves  above  their 
brethren  should  so  generally  prevail  among  the 
ablest  and  best  Christians  ?  How  could  those 
famous  martyrs  for  the  Christian  truth  be  some 
of  them  so  unconscionable  as  to  affect,  others 
so  irresolute  as  to  yield  to  such  injurious  en¬ 
croachments  ?  and  how  could  all  the  holy  Fa¬ 
thers  (persons  of  so  renowned,  so  approved 
wisdom  and  integrity)  be  so  blind  as  not  to  dis¬ 
cern  such  a  corruption,  or  so  bad  as  to  abet  it  ’ 
How  indeed  could  all  God’s  Church  be  so  weak 
as  to  consent  in  judgment,  so  base  as  to  com¬ 
ply  ill  practice  with  it  ?  In  fine,  liow  can  we 
conceive  that  all  the  best  monuments  of  anti¬ 
quity  down  from  the  beginning  (the  acts,  the 
epistles,  tlie  histories,  the  commentaries,  the 
writings  of  all  sorts  coming  from  the  blessed 
martyrs,  and  most  holy  confessors  of  our  faith) 
should  conspire  to  abuse  us ;  the  which  do 
speak  nothing  but  bishops ;  long  catalogues  and 
rows  of  bishops  succeeding  in  this  and  that 
city ;  bishops  contesting  for  the  faith  against 
Pagan  idolater.s,  and  heretical  corrupters  of 
Christian  doctrine  ;  bishops  here  teaching  and 
planting  our  religion  by  their  labours,  there 
suffering  and  watering  it  with  their  blood  ?”

Ephesus. — What  wtmld  have  been  the  as¬ 
tonishment  and  grief  of  the  beloved  Apostle 
and  Timothy,  if  they  could  have  foreseen  that 
a  time  would  come  when  there  would  be  in 
Ephesus  neither  angel,  nor  church,  nor  city  ; 
when  the  great  city  would  become  “  heaps,  a 
desolation,  a  dry  land,  and  a  wildernes;  a  land 
wherein  no  mandwelleth,  neither  doth  any  son 
of  man  pass  thereby  !”  Once  it  had  an  idola¬ 
trous  temple,  celebrated  for  its  magnificence  a.- 
one  of  the  wonders  ol  the  world  ;  and  the 
mountains  of  Corissus  and  Prion  re-echoed  the 
shouts  of  ten  thousand  tongues,  “Great  is  Di¬ 
ana  of  the  Ephesians !’’  Once  it  had  Christian 
temples  almost  rivalling  the  pagan  in  splendor, 
wherein  the  image  that  fell  from  Jupiter  lay 
prostrate  before  the  cross,  and  as  many  tongues, 
moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  made  public  avowal 
that  “  Great  is  the  I-ord  Jesus !”  Once  it  had 
a  bishop,  the  angel  of  the  church,  Tiinotliy,  tin 
beloved  disciple  St.  John ;  and  tradition  re¬ 
ports  that  it  was  honored  with  the  last  days  ot 
both  these  great  men,  and  of  the  mother  of  out 
Lord.
